Indians' Greatest Threat 
Small Pox Says Geggie 



In a paper, "Medicine amonc 
the North American Indians," N. 
. S. Gctisle. medical student from 
Wakefield, P.Q., said last night 
that the worst of all diseases 
threatcnlnr the Indian was small- 

• pox. His paper u-as one of two 
] presented Rt the 148th meeting 

of' the. Osier. Society of McGIII. 
•The second, by D. C. Fraser, 'a 
medical student 'from' ' Ottawa,* 
^vas on the aubject "Oliver Wen- 
dell Holmes.". 

, Gcegio divided his paper into two 
parti, one on the.'Indians' diseases, 
and the other, on. their treatments. 
He said that sniaU>po.x ran wild 
among Indlans^and killed more of 
them than any other way of death. 
He referred to small-pox as the 
greatest alljr^t^jl^hUe^^^^^ had in 
his fight agalnsrSie*Vri<lians and 
that they did not hesitate to use it 
as a form of biological warfare by 
sending the Indians gifts such as 
blankets contaminated with the 
disease. Among other diseases 
that plagued the red man were 
Ricketts. Goiter, Rheumatism and 
KcuralRla. 

Their way of life also led them 
to suffer from various dlKcsllve 
diseases. Gcfcle also said that 
there waii a very low Incidence of 
cancer among the Indians. 

• In the latlcr. part of the paper, 
he referred to the various methods 
of treatment they employed, from 
the bark of trees to mnRic. He taid 
thai Ihfcir treatment of wounds and 
fractures was on a par with that of 
their European contemporaries. 

, Fraser's paper covered the life 
of Oliver Wendell Holmes from 
beginning to end. He referred to 
Holmes as a doctor, poet, and 
writer, and an excellent wit. He 
nude reference to his early stu- 
dent life at Harvard University, 
his medical studlea in Paris, his 
completion of a. three year course 
In two years, and his, becoming a 
professor} of .'analony: at Dart- 
mouth Medical School. 

In concluding, Fraser .niid that 
In his old age. Holmes tried to 
avoid people as much as possible. 
As an example of this he said that 
one day while returhjng home fiom 
Church, ho becamc annoycd at the 
people following him, so he ieried 
out "I've got ft and it'a catching", 
the "il",- being, supposedly, some 
terrible disease.

Legal Gambling Best for 
Quebec, Debaters Decide

Gambling should be legalized in 
the province of Quebec, debate 
Judge Danny KIngstonc decided 
after listening to the various argu- 
ments put forward by four jncm- 
bers of the Arts and Science Dc- 
bating Society.^ in a debate ycstcr> 
day. 

Hugh Hallward was the first 
speaker of the victorious affirma- 
tive. He' argued that legalized 
gambling would bring down the 
taxes, drive out petty, shady 
racketeers, and provide moiiey for 
such worthy causes as schools and 
hospitals. 

The first speaker for the. oppos- 
ing side, Jim Prentice, replied that 
gambling would have a demoraliz- 
ing effect on the whole population 
and as a icsult of state lotteries 
families woula be bioken up, the 



divorce rate would soar, and Que- 
bec would become another Nevada 
complete with one-arm bandits. 

The second speaker of the affir- 
mative, Eric de Bellaigue. backed 
up his partner's arguments by say- 
ing that it was a psychological 
fact that all people craved excite- 
ment and legalized gambling satis- 
fied this craving while helping out 
the government 

Trevor Bishop, the second speaker 
for the negative disputed that a 
government could not be benefitted 
In any way by demoraIi;plng the 
citizens. He added that legalized 
gambling would ruin the traditions 
and customs of Old Franco which 
have been preserved in Quebec, 
and this would do considerable 
harm to the tourist trade, which 
forms so great a part of the revenue 
of this province.

East-West Meeting 
On Germany Soon 



"We are on the eve of a four- 
power conference" Robert Schu- 
man, Ibe French foreign minister 
announced yesterday, to the 
. French General Assembly. 

Schuman was discussing Rus- 
sian proposals for a meeting of 
French, English, American and 
Russian foreign ministers to dis- 
cuss the German situation. Schu- 
man also said that France clung 
"Irrevocably" to the . Idea of a 
European Army to include Ger- 
man units. 

❖ ❖ ❖ 
In a move to possibly outflank 
United Nations troops in the 
west, some 250,000 Chinese- Com- 
munist troops shifted towards 
mountainous central Korea Tues- 
day. On the cast coast the U.S. 
10th Corps held a slender brigc- 
head in the Hungnam escape port 
area on the Sea of Japan with an 
evacuation fleet prepared. Some 
reports state that the evacuation 
is already underway^Thc Allies 
complete superiority in air power 
allowed them to hammer away 
unmercifully at the red onslaught, 
creating tremendous casualties In 
the enemy lines. The general 
picture is one of red consolida- 
tion of their forces in preparation 
for a final push. 

The proposal by thirteen Asian 
and Middle East countries for the 
U.N. lo see if there can be a cease- 
fire in Korea brought endorsement 
by the United Slates and Great 
Britain. The proposal presented by 
India's delegate Sir Senegal Rau 
suggested that China is trying to 



create a Monroe Dostrlne for . the 
Far East, and that Red ■ China's 
ambassador suggested to him that 
Peiplng wants peace.

In a report before the U.K. 
House, Prime Minister Attlec said 
yesterday, "I have good hopes 
that the forcée of' the United Na- 
tion* will maintain themselves in 
Korea." He also slated that Brit- 
ain^and^ the United SUtes by 
common agreement arc ready at 
any time to enter with Russia 
Into genuine discussions aimed 
at resolving east-west differences. 
On the atom bomb he said he was 
completely satisfied with his Ulk 
on this subject with Truman, con- 
eluding that they had no differ- 
ence of opinion.

The prospects o( a sane approach to the problem 
diminish daily, and we can have little faith in the 
stature of a leader who threatens to "punch the 
nose" of: a man who claimed that there might be 
better singers In the world than the leader's 
daughter.

To sec a bit of "Old New York," 
go to Orammerey Square where its 
spirit is still retained. It is on Lex- 
ington Avenue, lying between 20th 
and 21st Streets. Many of the orig- 
inal families still live in the houses 
surrounding Grimmercy Park, 
Edwin Booth, the great tragedian, 
lived in what is now the Player's 
Club. 

Nickel Ride 
It is well worth while to spend 
part of a day exploring the lower 
pari of Manhattan Island. While 
you are there it Is also a good ide» 
to take a ride on the Staten< Island 
Ferry, still the only nickel ocean 
trip In the World. From the ferry 
you are able to get a good view 
of the New York skyline. 

At Broad and Pearl streets near 
the Ferry and Battery Park is 
Fraunces Tavern, built in 1719, and 
one of the oldest historical spots in 
New York where there is a restaur* 
ant on the first floor. The long room 
upstairs was the scene of Washing-' 
ton's farewell to his officers in De- 
cember 1783, 

Nearby is Bowling Green, a small 
triangular-shaped area at the foot 
of Broadway. The English made it 
Into a parle and it Is still the oldest 
park in the city. It was here that 
Governor Peter Minuit bought the 
island of Manhattan from the 
Indians. 

Money, Money, Money 
A few blocks north on Broadway 
is Wall Street, the centre of the 
financial district. Its name arose 
from the fact that there was once 
a wall built here by the Dutch to 
protect the colony lying from the' 
South from the Indians.

It is hoped that the committee 
will continue to receive such con- 
structive criticism. . . 

WHY SELF-SERVICE? With 
books and supplies readily avail- 
able on a self-service basis it is 
pcfsibic for customers to browse 
and evaluate merchandise at their 
leisure. Where a student has to 
make a . choice from a number of 
recommended texts or reference 
books, these books arc available for 
comparison. Similarly, most of the 
supplies are easily accessible so that 
the student can handle and inspect 
the item to determine if it is the 
type and/or quality he desires. I'iic 
use of the self-service book depart- 
ment in the new physical sciences 
building during the first two weeks 
of^Octobcr avoided the necessity of 
students' standing in long lines to 
obtain books. 

WHY NO RETUR.NS7 Since 
nearly all of the book store's mer- 
chandise is readily . available for 
evaluation by its customers before 
items arc purchased, it Is not con- 
chandise, once sold, should be re- 
sidercd necessary that any mcr- 
turnable for credit. An exception 
to this rule Js that books or slipplics 
purchased for a specific course may 
be returned for credit if the student 
changes his course, under the fol- 
lowing conditlohi: 

1. Goods must be returned 
within 10 days of purchase. 

2. The cash register receipt for 
the purchase must be presented. 

3. The goods must be in re- 
salable condition. 

4. The student must show his 
change of course form. 

WHY NO DI8C0UNTT The prices 
at which books are sold In The Mc- 
Gill University Book Store are 
those established by the publishers, 
or their^ CanadUn agents, except 
that in the case of a book Impuftod 
directly from a U.S. publisher, the 
price Is above the U.S. 'retail price 
by the amount of exchange, cur 
rently about 5%. 

Some college book stores In 
Canada and the' U.S. offer dis 
couiils : of S per cent, and a few 
up to' 10 'per cent, on the marked

prices of their products. This is 
possible only where: 

(1) Some, or all of. the fixed 
charges' of the book store are car- 
ried by general funds of the univ- 
ersity, or a stale, or other govern- 
ment, or " 

(2) The marked prices of the 
products are made higher than the 
regularly established list prices in 
order to make a discount possible, 
or 

(3) The store sells certain items 
at a loss, which is subsequently 
makes up by higher margins on 
other merchandise. 

All of 'these practices arè com 
mon in connection with college 
book stores. 

The McGlIl University Book 
Store is being operated strictly as 
a business organization, paying all 
its own operating and fixed charges, 
The management considers It pre- 
ferable- that, books and other 
prodiicts should be sold at the 
established list price, rather than 
at a marked up price, with a re- 
sultant apparent discount and that 
each item of mercliiandisc should 
pay for Its own' handling costs. 

WHAT HAPPEMS^TO, THE 
PROFITS? The Cwînmitteé'of Man- 
agement released the following 
statement to The McGill Daily in 
October:"' 

"In view of the many Inquiries 
as to what will be done, with tl)c 
profits of the Book Store, Dr. G. I. 
Duthle, the Chairman of the Com- 
mittee of Management, has Inform- 
ed the Daily that the only decision 
so far is that announced last No- 
vember by the Principal, .'oil behalf 
of the Board of Governors. 

"This was that 'profits after all 
charges would be used directly for 
the benefit of* students,. 

"He emphasized^ however, that 
little if any profit could be ex- 
pected in the first year of opera- 
tion 

"He went on to explain that the 
Committee did not feel that it 
should submit a recommendation 
to the Governors as to how the pro- 
fits shouid be used until it was 
possible to make à reasonably ac- 
curate estimate as to what profits 
might be' expected in the future. 
He thought that a recommendation 
would be made before the end of 
the session." 

WHY NO USED BOOKST It was 
the understanding of the Commit- 
tee of Management that the used 
book exchange would continue to 
operate in the Union until such 
time as the book store is prepared 
to take over .the sale of Used books. 
It is intended that tfié book store 
will buy and sell books. as. soon as 
the program can be' implemented. 
The t>ook store management Is not 
prepared .to enter*,llie used book 
field during its first year or so of 
operation, because It needs to build 
up experience concerning the text 
book problems at McGilL The buy- 
ing and selling of used books Is a 
very risky businfi^bjKàlise of the 
possibility of nVw'i'ediifonsi' the fre- 
qûcncy with which texts are 
changed, and the tremendous in- 
vestment required to maintain an 
adequate stock. Since considerable 
space Is required to stock and dis- 
play used books properly, the in- 
itiation of a used -book department 
in The McGill University Book

Restaurants with 
famous names and fancy prices 
can be found along this street. Yet, 
thcré arc such inexpensive places 
as t|ic, Automat, or the cafeteria at 
Times Square which sells Danish 
pastry. (Here there is a fast-talk- 
ing waiter who calls everyone 
Son" or "Daughter," and asks "Is 
everybody happy?") 

At limes Square is a news ven- 
dor who sells out; of. town papers 
where lonely Monireilers can 
buy the Star, Gazette, or Stand- 
ard, and l<eep up with the home- 
ta\vn news.

There will be many sights that 
greet the visitor as he walks down 
Broadway — the sailors and their

the bright lights on tlic thc.-itrc 
marquees .. the exorbitant prices

lyn accents (ya, theatre people, I 
love 'em. but insult 'cm.... lady, 
you seen all this, if I get hauled up 
in court y're witness.

Indians' Greatest Threat 
Small Pox Says Geggie

Bins Crosby and Bob .Hope arc 
nmong the. stars appearing In the 
film "You 'can Change The World' 
which will bo presented In Room 
230 or the Biology Building, on 
Friday at 1 p.m. 

This is the first film produced 
by the Christopher. . Movement, 
which was founded by Father 
James Keller, . M.M., and now 
claims a following of over 100,000 
men and women at work in the 
fields of government, education, 
writing, and labour. 

Directed by Leo McCarey, and 
with an all-star cast including 
such famous names as Bob Hope, 
Blng Crosby, Jack Benny, Lor- 
etta Young, Irene Dunne, and 
Rochester, this film was made to 
explain the basic principles of the 
Christopher Movement. In the 
'Christophers' cac<i person works 
as an individual, believing that, 
"U is better to light one candle 
than to curse the darkness." 
"The woods are full of good peo. 
pic; the problem is to gel them but 
of .the woods." was the opinion 
stated by Fathor Keller when he 
addressed the Canadian Club of 
Montreal recently. He also declar- 
ed that Canada and the United 
States could save the world because 
they were still close to basic prin 
ciplcs. While the Europeans were 
tired of their problems, he added, 
the Canadians and Americans were 
new and vigorous, and could cope 
with the world's problems. 

Father Keller, who also ap- 
pears In the film, is the author 
of several books including the

, Goggle divided his paper into two 
parish one on the Indians' diseases, 
and the other on their treatments. 
He said that small-pox ran wild 
among Indians and killed more of 
them than any other way of death. 
He referred to small-pox as the 
greatejt'iiljr:;the white man had in 
hls*^ffghr**Bgainst the Indians and 
that ihcy did not hesitate to use it 
as a form of biological warfare by 
sending the Indians gifts s\ich as 
blankets contaminated with the 
disease. Among other diseases 
that plagued the red man were 
Rickclts, Goiter, Rheumatism and 
Neuralgia. 

Their way of life also led them 
to suffer from various digestive 
diseases. Geggie also said that 
there was a very low ineldence of 
cancer among the Indians. 
• In the latter, part of the paper, 
he referred to the various methods 
of treatment they employed, from 
the bark of trees to magic. He said 
that thèir treatment of wounds and 
fractures was on a par with that of 
their European contemporaries, 
>. f;F«»er's paper covered the life 

f P/i.01iver Wendell Holmes from 
Jierlnnlng to end. He referred to 
ilolmes as a doctor, poet, and 
Writer, and an excellent wit. He 
made reference to his early stu- 
dent life at Harvard University, 
his medical studies In Paris, bis 
completion of a. three year course 
in two years, and hU becoming a 
professor of anatomy at Dart- 
inoulh Medical School. 
In concluding, Frascr s.ild that 
In his old age, Holmes tried to 
avoid people as much as possible. 
As an example of this he said that 
one day while returning home fiom 
Church, he becamejannoycd .at^thc 
people following hlm^sbfHeicricd 
out "I've got n and Ifs^tcliing", 
the "it", being, supposcdly^sbme 
terrible discajc.

"We are on the eve of a four- 
power conference" Robert Schu- 
man, the French foreign minister 
announced yesterday, to the 
French General Assembly. 

Schuman was discussing Rus- 
sian proposals for a meeting of 
French, English, American and 
Russian foreign ministers to dis- 
cuss the German situation. Schu- 
man also said that France clung 
"irrevocably" to the Jdea of a 
European Army lo Include Ger- 
man units.

In a move to possibly outflank 
United Nations troops in the 
west, some 250,000 Chinese Com- 
nmnlsy^troops shifted towards 
mbuhtaihous central Korea Tues- 
day. On the east const the U.S. 
10th Corps held a slender brlge- 
head in the Hungnam escape port 
area on the Sea of Japan with an 
evacuation fleet prepared. Some 
reports .state that the evacuation 
is already underway! The Allies 
complete superiority In air power 
allowed them to hammer away 
unmercifully at the red onslaught, 
creating tremendous casualties in 
the enemy lines. The general 
picture Is one of red . consolida- 
tion of their forces in preparation 
for a final push.

Fact versus Fancy

laid 'over the week-end: "Whatever MncArthur 
may do or say from now on can carry little weight. 
He must be superseded." it is unfortunate that 
the appropriate officials cjid not take our advice

,;>. We have never read a document with less mean- ' 
. ing than the communique l&sucd after the Truman 
Attlee mectlMR. 

The preamble states that the two leaders have 
agreed on all general points ot importance. The 
coinmunlquc then lists points on which they have 
flisagrced, and the reader discovers after com- 
pleting the document that they have agreed on 
• nothing whatever. 

; Attlee declared, for instance, in Britain that he 
^wpuld ask the president to consult other western 
deadhà'à before using the Atomic bomb. Mr. Truman 
i^Ksis^oiucnted to inform his allies when he will 
^lUe^thc'bomb, but insisted upon making the actual 
I'^decision on his own. 

'jii?V^ii*ro was complete disasrccment on the sub- 
fjést of Formosa, the admifdlon of Communiit China 
to the United Nations, and mediation in the Korean 
conflict. 

The affirmation of the policy that Western 
Europe' must take defence priority over Asia was 
a repetition of statements made four years hro 
by General Marfhall; the only' new declaration 
was' a promise that arms shipmcnl.s would be 
speeded -and.' increased to Western Europe, and 
that a West German force would be created. . 

The background to 'the meeting between the 
two leadei-s was the assumption that the Western 
world was now "fighting for its life", and that 
urgent steps should be taken to Insure its survival. 

If . this assumption is correct there could be 
nothing more siiiddal than the policy just an- 
pounced. 

In October the Soviet Union tent a note to 
Washington, Paris and London, stating that Russia 

"would not tolerate the creation of a West German 
combat army". She suggested that a meeting be 
held between the four foreign ministers to dis- 
cuss the problems of divided Europe. 
|j(>;%?oAa' Mr, Walter Lippmann* remarked at the time 
l^^jjil)>can be taken for granted that if the Soviet 
' JrAon ever make a threat it will keep its word." 
IjLgfiThe Western world seems to have been living 
l'huit, some sort of fantasy in the pajt five years, to 
J^dge by the way she has acted. It miKht be, 
of '.course, that some blind impulse is driving out:.", 
leaders to become more and more immersed 'in' 
their fantasy, in order to assure that the world . 
will dissolve in a series of cxplosioits. The reality 
will then have become fantasy. It Is an interesting 
metaphysical notion, but wc would be mure en- 
tiiuslastic about it if wc were not some of the 
Intredient^ which would dissolve into fantasy. 
,>, U 'the worst is going to happen, we suggest the 
public should be told so immediately and frankly, 
and ai this last date -some recognition should be 
M|o|p( reality. 

^Hieri" United Nations forces were approaching 
the 38th Parallel the Peiplng government warned 
that Red China "would not stand idly by" if the 
Parallel were crossed. The State Department (but 
not' the British Foreign office) seemed to think that 



Mao was Just talking for the sake ot exercising his 
vocal chords. 

Washington appears to think that Moscow also 
makes threats for fun. 

We venture to predict that within hours of the 
formation of the first platoon of West German in- 
fantry the Soviet Union and her allies will Invad* 
the whole of Western Europe. Why the Pentagon 
strategists .should think that Russia will give the 
West enough time to build her' forces before she 
attacks, as if the two sides were preparing for a 
friendly football game, is something we Just can- 
not understand. 

If the Soviet Union were lo attack Europe within 
the six months Europe could not and probably 
would not even try to retaliate. 

Russia and her allies have 200 divisions fully 
armed, fully equipped. Tho West hat; less than 
thirty divisions which are neither fully armed nor 
fully trained. Thirty percent of the population of 
Italy, for instance, arc active members of the Com- 
munist party. Nearly twenty percent of the French 
belong to the party; In the event of war they 
would work efficiently to help the Invaders. More- 
over, we arc convinced that the vast majority of 
the peoples of Western Europe would be only too 
pleased to come to terms with the Soviet Union 
after the invasion. Also, wc do not believe that 
the people of Great Britain would be quiescent foi 
long under an avalanche of rocket bombardment 
from the channel coast. Their alternatives would 
be total destruction or, surrender. Wc ; do not be- 
lieve that an entire nation would agree to annihila- 
tion. For the sake of their children, for the hope 
of possible revolt in the distant future, the people 
of Britain would surrender. 

Following this, the invasion of the United States 
and eventual subjugation ot her people would not 
be a difficult task. i , 

Her combat armies would have been lost in Eur- 
ope and Asia anyway. 

As long .ago as early July we suggested in the 
columns of a Montreal metropolitan newspaper that 
if tho United States expected even the possibility 
of war she should nourish her strength for, the de- 
fence of this contlncnL > '^^jÊÊMt ' 

The logical butcome following the outbnalTof a 
general war would be so catostrophic that people 
shudder, merely at the thought of it. 

Hostilities must be averted at any price. Critics 
of appeasement point to the "disaster" of Munich. 
There la one Important difference, however, .be- 
tween 1938 and 1930. The posslbl elbpponignUlbt the 
Soviet. Union now arc far wcaker^tranf^lte^ailles 
were in 1838. 

Negotiations must be carried out with the great- 
est skill, and if the Western' powers have to make 
compromises now, Ihey ha.ye themselves to blame 
for the weakness of their bargaining position. 

The admission of, Communist China to the United 
Nations and to a' discussion of the Japanese peace 
treaty; and an undertaking not lo arm the West 
Germans, are moderate terms indeed. It was the 
Chinese Communists alter all who were largely 
responsible for defeating Japon. 

The prospects o( a sane approach to the problem 
diminish daily, and we can have little faith In the 
stature ot a leader- who threatens to "punch the 
nose" of: a man who claimed that there might be 
better singers in the world than the leader's 
daughter.

Let's face the fact: New York 
City is not quite what it Is crack- 
ed up to be. If (hia writer can 
dispel some of the glamorous and 
juvenile Illusions which most 
persons entertain, (hen the atrug-' 
fie towards really understand- 
ing this city will have been sub- 
stantially won. 

At the outset, let, us clarify that 
by New York, we mean the Bor- 
ough of Manliattan, the other four 
/ncreiy reflecting the false shimmer 
of this sacrosanct Isle.

There is much or.Cojonlal and 
early-American History to be 
found In New York (ucked away 
amidst (he skyscrapers. 
To see a bi( of "Old New York," 
go to Orammcrey Square where Its 
spirit Is still retained. It is on Lex- 
ington Avenue, lying between 20th 
and 21st Streets. Many of the orig- 
inal families still live in the houses 
surrounding Grsmmercy Park. 
Edwin Booth, the great tragedian, 
lived in what Is now the Player'i 
Club. 

Nickel Ride 
It Is well worth while to spend 
part of a day exploring the lower 
part of ManhatUn Island. While 
you are (here it is also a good Idea 
(0 take a ride on the Statcn* Island 
Ferry, still the only nickel ocean 
trip in the World. From the ferry 
you are able to get a good viaw 
of the New York skyline. 

Al Broad and Pearl streets near 
the Ferry and Battery Park is 
Fraunces Tav,ern, built in 1719, and 
oiie of the oldest historical spots in 
New York where there is. a restaur- 
ant on tlie first floor. The long room 
upstairs was the scene of Washing-' 
ton's farewell to his officers in De- 
cember 1783. 

Nearby is Bowling Green, a small 
triangular-shaped area at tha foot 
of Broadway. The English made it 
into a paric and it is still 'the oldest 
park in the city. It was here that 
Governor Peter Minuit bought the 
island ot Manhattan from the 
Indians. 

Money, Money, Money 
A few blocks north on Broadway 
Is Wall Street, the centre of the 
financial district. Its name arose 
from the fact that there was once 
a wall built here by (hé Du(eh (c 
protect the colony lying from the' 
South from the Indians. 

The Church of the Transfigura- 
tion or "Little Church Around (he 
Corner" Is at One East 2t»th Street 
It has been the actor's church ever 
since 1870, when a pastor of a 
neighboring church declined to per- 
form the funeral service for the

What About the Book Store? 



Booketeria Manager Answers 
Seven Cjurjt ^n tjQuestlons 




(To answer current questions and 
to correct certain misconcctlons 
concerning The McGIil Book Store, 
Ray Vcrrey, the manager, has writ- 
ten the following article.— Ed.)

WHO RUNS THE STORE? The 

McGill University Book Store is 
owned -by McCili University and 
its operations arc directed by the 
Committee of Management, whose 
members arc: Profcssor.G. I. Duth- 
ic; Chairman, Protessor» rA. S. V. 
Burgcn, R. A. Chipman. and R. dc 
L. French; Mr. S. H. Dobcll, Comp- 
troller, Mr. Boris Gardavsky, Pres- 
ident of Students Executive Coun> 
ell, and Mr. R. Verrey, Manager of 
the book store. The committee re- 
ports to the Principal; and,. through 
him, to the Board of Governors. 

It is the aim of this committee 
that the book store provide maxi- 
mum service to the faculty and 
students. Since the book store's in- 
ception the committee, has received 
many suggestions from faculty and 
students, all of which have been 
given scriou.t consideration and 
several of which have been incor- 
porated Into policies' of the book 
store. It Is hoped that the committee 
will continue to receive such con- 
structive criticism. . 

WHY SELF.SERVICE7 With 
books and supplies readily avail- 
able on a self-service basis it Is 
pcfsible for customers to browse 
and evaluate merchandise al their 
leisure. Where a student has to 
make a choice from a number of 
recommended texts or reference 
books, these books arc available for 
comparison, similarly, most of the 
supplies are easily accessible so that 
the student can handle and Inspect 
the Hem to determine If it Is the 
type and/or quality he desires. 1't\c 
use of the self-service book depart 
incnt in the new physical sciences 
building during the first two weeks 
of October, avoided the necessity of 
students' standing in long lines to 
obtain books. 

WHY NO RETURNS? Since 
nearly all of the book store's mer- 
chandise is readily . available for 
evaluation by its customeps before 
items are purchased, it is not con- 
chandise, once sold, should be rc- 
sidcrcd ncces.'îary that any mcr- 
turnablc for credit. An exception 
to this rule is that books or supplies 
purchased for a specific course may 
be returned for credit U the student 
changes his course, under the fol 
lowing conditions: 

1. Goods must be returned 
within 10 days of purchase. 

2. The cash register receipt for 
the ;)urchase must be presented. 

3. The goods must be in re- 
salable condition. 

4. The student must show his 
changç^pt course form. 

WHY^NO'DISCOUNTT The prices 
at which books arc sold in The Mc- 
Gill University Book Store are 
those established by the publishers 
or their _ Canadian agents, except 
that in tiic ease of a book impurtca 
directly ' fro mU&UAIii liubilsher. . the 
price is abovenHê^tt^^ 
by the amount of exchange, cur- 
rently about 

Some college book stores in 
Canada and the- U.S. offer dis- 
counts of 5 per cent, and a few 
up to 10 "per cent, on the marked

prices of their products. This Is 
passible only where: 

(1) Some or all of the fixed 
charges of the book store are car 
ried by general funds of the univ- 
ersity, or a' state, or other govern- 
ment, or " 

(2) The marked prices of the 
products are made hl;;her than the 
regularly established list prices in 
order to make a discount possible, 
or ■ 

(3) The store sells certain items 
at a loss, which Is subsequently 
makes up by higher margins on 
other merchandise. . 

All ot 'these practices are com 
mon in connection with college 
book stores. 

The McGill University Book 
Store Is being operated strictly as 
a business organization, paying all 
its own operating and fixed charges 
The management considers it pre- 
ferabic- that books and other 
products should be sold at the 
established list price, rather than 
at a marked up price, with a re- 
sultant apparent discount and that 
each item of merchandise should 
pay for its own handling costs. 

WHAT HAPPENS TO, THE 
PROFITS? The Committee of Man- 
agement released the following 
statement to The McGill Dally in 
October: 

"In view of the many inquiries 
as to what will be done, with the 
profits of the Book,Storc,;Dr. G. I. 
Duthle, the cHalrman of thé Com- 
mittee of Management, has Inform- 
ed the Daily that the only decision 
so far is that announced last No- 
vember by the Principal, 'on behalf 
of the Board of Governors. 

"This was that 'profits after all 
charges would be used directly for 
the benefit of' students,. 

*'He emphasized, however, that 
little if any profit could be ex- 
pected in the first year of opera- 
tion 

"Ht went on to explain that the 
Committee did not feel that It 
should submit a recommendation 
to the Governors as to how the pro- 
fits should be used until it . was 
possible to make a reasonably ac 
curate estimate as to what profits 
might be' expected In the future. 
He thouRht that a recommendation 
would be made before the end of 
the session." 

WHY NO USED BOOKST It was 
the understanding of the Commit- 
tee ot Management that the used 
book exchange would continue to 
operate in the Union until such 
time as the book store is prepared 
to take over .the sale ot used books. 
It is intended that tfic book store 
will buy and sell books, as soon as 
the program can be° implemented. 
The book store; management is not 
prepared .to enter Vhe used book 
field during its first year or so ot 
operation, because it' needs to build 
up experience concerning the text 
book problems at McGIIL The buy- 
ing and selling of used books is a 
very, risky business' because of the 
possibility of new editions,' the fre- 
qûeney with which texts are 
changed, and the tremendous In- 
vestment required to maintain an 
adequate stock. Since considerable 
space is required to stock and dis- 
play used books properly, the in- 
itiation ot a used -book department 
in The McGill University Book

On Broadway are many . kiosks 
which sell gBrdeniasifor^,3S, cents 
each, or orchidrtor^a^donaf. (In 
the evening every second woman 
wears a corsage.) Restaurants with 
famous names and fancy prices 
can be found along this street. Yet, 
thert are such inexpensive places 
as the Automat, or the cafeteria at 
Times Square which sells Danish 
pastry. (Here there is a fast-talk- 
ing waiter who calls everyone 
Son" or "Daughter," and asks "Is 
everybody happy?") 

At times Square Is a news ven- 
dor who sells out ot toivn papers 
where lonely MontrcBlcrs can 
buy the Star, Gazette, or ' Stand- 
ard, and keep up with the home- 
town news.

There will be many sights that 
greet the visitor as he walks down 
Broadway — the sailors and their
